The Strike 
at Rohm & Haas 
Continues...

For seventeen days, our 1500 hourly workers at the Rohm & Haas Bristol

Nobody wins a strike. The company is losing business every day. Negotiations were broken off after 


almost three weeks of meetings on October 29th a few hours before the contract termination, when the 


Union issued an ultimatum—give in or face a strike. At that time, the Union demands totaled about 70c 


an hour in wages and fringe benefits. The company was also told that no contract extension would be 


granted. The Union claims the company has stalled on negotiations. This is not true. This past week, we 


have met with the Union on November 8, IO, ll and 12. Does this sound like stalling? 


Rohm A Haas wants the strike to end. Other Unions in Rohm & Haas are making settlements 


without strikes on a basis consistent with the company offer at Brisol. Why can't we settle at Bristol?

USW Directors Choosing Sides In Presidency Battle 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Dis­ 
trict directors of the United 
Steelworkers Union (USW) were 
lining up today behind incum­ 
bent David J. McDonald or chal­ 
lenger I. W. Abel in their bat­ 
tle for the $50,000-s-year presi­ 
dency of the 1.2 million mem­ 
bers steelworkers union. 
A 
UPI 
preliminary 
survey 
showed that nine of the 29 dis­ 
trict 
directors 
support 
Abel. 
Eight said they were for Mc­ 
Donald. Three said they had not 
as yet made up their minds. 


Nine district directors declined 
to respond to the survey. 
Thfere were big districts in 
each man’s corner. The biggest, 
the 130-member District 31 in 
the Chicago-Gary, Ind., area, 
was for Abel. The 61,000-mem­ 
ber District 38 at Los Angeles 
was for McDonald, who seeks 
a fourth four-year term as USW 
president. 
Some of the directors were 
vehement in their support for 
either candidate. 
But several 
voiced serious misgivings about 
the effects the power struggle 


in the union would have on next 
year’s contract negotiations in 
the steel industry. 
Those who expressed regret 
over the situation said the con­ 
tract talks ahead were of great­ 
er importance than those held 
in the past several years. 
The union and industry are 
nearing the end of a three-year 
contract. This one, and the one 
preceding it, were opened only 
for wages, and the union fore- 
sook a wage increase both times 
to win job-saving provisions and 
other benefits. 


Now the leadership is on rec-; 
ord as going for an entirely 
new contract, and for a sub­ 
stantial 
wage 
increase. 
The 
union is expected to notify the 
industry next month it wants to 
start negotiations after Jan. I. 
If no agreem ent is reached by 
May I, the union would be free 
to strike. 
Lorne Nellis, a McDonald sup­ 
porter, 
whose district 35 
in­ 
cludes Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Ten­ 
nessee and Southern Kentucky, 
was one of those regretting the 


power struggle in the union.

nomination, is the only m ajor 
GOP officeholder left in Texas 
after the Democratic landslide.

Recalling the old days when he
